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Strike continues... 


LIBRARY NEGOTIATIONS DEADLOCKED

At a small press con- 
ference held on Thurs- 
day September 27, by the 
National Union of Sir 
George Williams Libra- 
ry Workers, it was an- 
nounced that contract 
talks between the Libra- 
ry Union and the Univer- 
sity have collapsed. 


The full strike of Li- 
brary Union Workers 
began Monday, Septem- 
ber 24, after a_ week of 
rotating walkouts. The 
Library Union presented 
a global account of all 
their proposals’ with 


At a press aieiticance held this week, newsmen were advised that de- 
liberations have come to a standstill in the eight-month-long library 
workers contract negotiations. 

Students and faculty have begun to voice serious consideration about 


changes in several arti- 
cles, most notably on 
wages where they had 
lowered their demands, 
in hopes of a rapid 
settlement. 


On Wednesday, Septem 
ber 26, another contract 
negotiation session was 
held, at which time it 
was believed that the 


university was to pre- 
sent counter-proposals 
on all of the outstanding 
issues. This meeting 
produced no change in 
the administration’s a- 
titude concerning wages. 


While the 
wages is of great impor- 
tance, other articles in 
the contract such as job 
description remain to be 
agreed upon. 


In over seven months, 
more than 40 meetings 
and more than 185 hours 
of negotiations, a settle- 
ment has not been reach- 
ed, and talks between the 
bargaining parties have 
reached a deadlock. 
Nancy Marrelli, a union 
spokesman, states; “Our 
feeling at this point is 
that they don’t want to 


issue of 


settle the strike. Their 
attitude has been un- 
cooperative.’ 


Ms. Marrelli’s union 
membership, which was 
previously contested in 
1970 following her par- 
ticipation in the forma- 
tion of the CNTU-affiliat- 
ed worker’s’ coalition, 
has once again’ been 
brought to the Labour 
Court. 


The University claims 
that the hearing has been 
pending for some time, 
and that its occurance 
at this point in the ne- 


gotiations is no more 
than coincidental. 

In further develop- 
ments, a general meet- 
ing of the Sir George 
Williams Association of 
University Teachers 
(SGWAUT) | concerning 
the library dispute has 
been requested by faculty 
members of the History 
Department, while His- 
tory Society members 
held special meeting on 
Friday. 

The Library _ strike 
remains. closed for an 
indefinite period of time. 
Further negotiations have 
not been scheduled. 
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the duration of the strike, and there appears to be no immediate so- 
lution in sight. 


The administration has repeatedly criticised the workers for pre- 


mature strike action.

A Similarity of

Based primarily on differences in 
principles, and a resultant mutual dis- 
regard, political animosity between 
E.S.A. External V.P. George Prous- 
saefs, and Engineering Representative 
David Giggey continued for several 
months, with measures and counter- 
measures being taken on both sides. 


The culmination of events occured 
when the disappearance of a confiden- 
tial document from the desk of Mr. 
Proussaefs resulted in the police be- 
ing notified, Mr. Giggey summonded 
to Station 10 for questionning, and 
after the accusation was withdrawn, 
Mr. Giggey released following a four- 
hour detention. 


Now the missing YMCA report on 
physical fitness has been found in an 
old file that Mr. Proussaefs_ re- 
examined. 


Rather than conceal his discovery, 
and not allow Mr. Giggey full exono- 
ration, Mr. .Proussaefs has chosen 
to admit his error publicly (see letter 
this page). 


Mr. Giggey who decried his inno- 
cence in the affair from the outset, 
now has the satisfaction of complete 
public vindication. 


We hope that this gesture will herald 
the cessation of several political feuds 
large and small that denied evening 
students the representation they have 
every right to expect. 


Tolerance, and mutual co-operation 
make for strength, a triad that a 
creates effective and more flexible 
government at any level. This is es- 
pecially true

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The coffee house, home of the intimate col- 
lege couple scene set in the Village tradition of 
New York way back when, is still hanging on 
today. Though protest songs have run their 
course, intense discussion on anything and 
everything (even politics, for heaven sake), rage 
on in the darkly lit cafe’s over cups of hot cof- 
fee and speakers full of folk music. The coffee 
house has a mixed history here in Montreal, 
the most famous being long gone and fondly 
remembered. Ask any folkie about the New Pe- 
nelope, the Matter of Opinion, or the Back 
Door Coffee house and watch out for the sighs 
of nostalgia. Many clubs were set up, as neo- 
coffee houses and got by with the added income 
of beer which also seemed to attract a nosier 
less attentive crowd. Cafe Andre on Victoria 
street was one of such places, of late they rented 
their upstairs hall to be used for a folk show- 
case and workshop, but that’s all over now... 
This week the transformation will be complete, 
and Cafe Andre magicly becomes a gay bar. 

Good coffee is still to be found in other folk 
spots such as the Yellow Door Coffee House 
at 2625 Aylmer Street in the McGill getto area. 
The weekend of the 27th, a country singer, will 
be featured. Coffee here is served in real cups 
and A&P ground, fitting in well with the kitchen 
like atmosphere of the downstairs retreat. Pipes 
on the ceiling tables with real cloths and soft 
coloured lights make the Yellow Door (it really 
has one) a homey place to hear folk music. 
Featured acts are on weekends, locals on Mon, 
Tues, Wed, nights and Hoots on Sundays keep 
the place the most highly active one around the 
campus. 

Not to far away at 3460 Stanley street the 
Golem Coffee house, (a beautiful wood finished 
stately old house), is seeking to establish a folk 
circuit for both the local French and English folk 
scene. The Coffee have its brewed Chase & 
Sanborn but is served in stariform cups, hot 
chocolate and tea (plop a bag in, type) is also 
available. Penny Laing a familiar name to Mont- 
real folkies played there cast Thursday, Satur- 
day and Sunday. If you’d like to hear some good 
folk music before tasting it, tune CJFM in after 
midnight Wednesday, Mark Stafford’s show will 
spotlight. Reisner this week just before his Go- 
lem engagement. The continuous music policy at 
the Golem makes those intimate table chats 
difficult but opens up many musical opportuni- 
ties for its audience seems to be unfamiliar to 
be folk scene. 

Not to forget Sir George’s Karma Coffee house 
which is soon to feature not only brewed coffee 
but also the delights of Expresso and Capuchino, 
all served in their proper cups for that back 
to Europe feeling. A real kitchen is being set 
up on the second floor, so a variety of cold foods 
will abound. For non-coffee addicts the Golden 
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brew will be served (they are licensed) in ge- 
nuine Stein. All in all a fine table fare for the 
out of town acts that will be frequently booked 
there this season... 

Other places around the city include Loyola’s 
crowded Locomotive Coffee house and some 
equally small and intimate French Cafés. Cafe 
Soma at 1709 St Denis street is one such place, 
hosting mainly students from nearby French uni- 
versities. It is a quiet place to talk, play chess 
and have a sandwich during the day. Weekends 
they have live folk music but you'll have to pop 
in to see who’s playing, the performers gene- 
rally are not announced. Other French folk spots 
are located in the Hotel Nelson & Iroquois in 
Old Montreal, these have fine coffee and French 
bread sandwiches may be on hand some nights. 

The ‘A Movable Feast’ Coffee House is shut 
till Sept 22 and may not have live music when 
it re-opens, vegie business being good enough 
without the musical beans - which really are 
delightfull even when stuck in your ears.
